KftaTYOKK, Aug. 21.—The Commercial 


Advertiser this evening says;' "Although 
exchange-Is firmer today and at a figure 
^tbleh precludes gold imports at present1 


the prediction is confidently made by 
brokers that upward of {20,000,000 in gold 
Mil oome to this country within the next 
thirty days. 


Shipments will he regulated solely by 


tbe rate of exchange and imports are not 
being ordered today because there is no 
premium at present on gold to arrive 
from the other side. 


One of the exchange houses which yes- 


terday offend gold to arrive at a pre- 
mium of 1-4 per cent could not sell it. 
The question is simply one of the continu- 
ance of the supply of commercial bills 
•nd ability to purchase gold in London at 
the present price. 


So long as the conditions remain un- 


changed and so long as money can be had 
by importing firms to finance their im- 
port* of gold it will come simple because 
the exchange market justifies it and it 
will come so long as the present condi. 
lions do not alter.

The ice comes out ia 300-pound cakes, and 
Mr. Briggs eays that when they begin to 
take out the next crop it will be so clear 
that one can read a, newspaper through a 
cake of it. The apparatus Is all working 
nicely now and ice will be turned out reg- 
ularly and fast.

DOWN WITH BEEF 


Gr*at Is Free Silver 


The National Bhnotallist, an organ 


of the silver miuo owners, in a recent 
issue declares its belief in \\luit is 
known as the ''quantitative theory of 
money," whieh it explains ti-i meaning 
that the value of all th< property in the 
world is fixed by the quantity of money 
in existence at any given time. If the 
volume of money is increased, Bays The 
Bimetallist, prices ri°e, and if money 
becomes scarce prices fail. Tins i.s said 
to be a firmly estaWi&hed finiuiciu1 prin- 
ciple, 


Even if it woro true that values, 


which the silveritesconfuse uith prices, 
ore fixed by the umonntoi money m the 
world, that fact would henorr «'.«on why 
the CTnited States should en.'cl a 16 tu 
1 free coinage law, for the volume of 
metallic, and paper money in this coun- 
try has greatly increased since IK78, the 
por capita circulation having risen from 
$18 to nearly $33. So it is self evident 
that tho decline in prices of which the 
eiivciites complain cannot have heeii 
cansi-d by a shrinkage in our money. 


To reduce the quantity theory to an 


absurdity 
which will expose the ig- 


noraue" of the editors who presume to 
teach this petipl'j the science of money, 
it is only necessary to carry the argu- 
ments of The Bimotalli't to their logi- 
cal coneluEitiu. Suppose that all the 
money now in the world was suddenly 
destroyed with the exception of $1,000 
in gold. The silverites claim that all 
the propei ty in existence—lands, fac- 
tories raihoads, 
houses, 
furniture, 


clothing and all other goods—would bo 
worth only that $1,000. Then go a step 
farther. If $999 of the \y«rld's money 
were destroyed, the value of all property 
would shrink to $1. Suppose that that 
dollar disappears, then the entire prop- 
erty on tho earth would be worth noth- 
ing. Such if Hilverite logic, and this is 
the kind of "fineants" which is being 
taught by tho Populist press. 


£ome Thlnga Nobody Can Do. 


It is idlo to "hurl defiance" and boast 


of what this great nation can do. It 
never lias bc'eu able to maintain bimetal- 
lism under free coinage of both gold 
and pilver, oven when the conditions 
were far more favorable than now. 
This nation is unquestionably "broad 
enough to legislate for its own people 
without waiting for the aid or consent 
.of any other nation on earth,'' but this 
nation tried for over 80 years to secure 
bimetallism under a legal double stand- 
ard and completely failed. And as this 
nation, "broad" as it is, is not able to 
v.-ork miracles, it can no more perform 
such a feat now than it could in the past.

The Present" Standard Belt For AIL 
The present currency standard should 


be maintained because it guarantees an 
honest dollar to rich and poor alike. 
The farmer is sure of full value for his 
products. 
The laborer knows that his 


services are paid for with honest money. 
If the currency maintained on the pres- 
ent gold standard is the "money of the 
wealthy," as the; free silver advocates 
assert to awaken the prejudices of the 
common people, by the same token it is 
•cceptable to the poor. 
The wisdom of 


the present basis is seen in the fact 
that individuals prefer a gold Standard 
dollar every time, and what is best for 
individuals is beat for the nation.—De- 
troit Free Press.

The hated Brit- 
ishers use beef, and that is enough. No 
truly loyal American who accepts the 
doctrines of the silverite should eat 
beef, either roast, toiled, fried, smoked, 
or in the form of an Irish stew. If beef 
makps Englishmen strong, is that any 
reason why Yankees should want it? 
Never. Have we not the good Boston 
dish of pork and beans? Why diacrimi-.

By all means let us declare onr inde- 
pendence of beef and in the future use 
pork as our standard diet, with mutton 
and a little veal as subsidiary food.

Beef 
ii the meat of the rich. It is the meat 
of the banker, the editor, the merchant, 
the manufacturer, the professional man. 
The mere fact that all these men eat 
beef is sufficient reason why the farm- 
ers, 
workers, minera and lumbermen 


should want pork. Why should an un- 
patriotic American want to enjoy a ten- 
der steak, a nice rib roast, or a choice 
round of corned beef when he knows 
that some rich man is eating the same 
kind of meat? If we are to give up gold 
because the men of property and intelli- 
gence want it, why not give up beef for 
the flame reason? 


Of course there will be some foolish 


goldbngs who will say that because 
Englishmen like beef and grow fat and 
strong on it is all the more reason why 
onr people should eat it too. They may 
even go so far as to say that if beef is 
good for rich men it is also good enough 
for the masses who create wealth. But 
little facts of that kind should not di i- 
tnrb (he purkitps. Let them raise aloft 
their banner with the motto, "Down 
with beef, the meat of England and the 
rich" and they wiU win a glorious vic- 
tory for the humble hog.

John Leech Was Literally Drivea ta 


Death by Organ Grinder*. 


Look At the case of John Leeoh, 


which may be taken as typical. When 
Leech got into his Dutch house at Ken- 
sington, he thought he had settled down 
to an existence of unalloyed happiness. 
Bnt the honso had one terrible defect, 
aoomto be discovered. It stood where it 
was encircled by streets and mews in- 
fested by organ grinders. Tbe nuisance 
was insufferable and yet incurable, and 
worse for I/We.h from his studio being 
at the top of the house, where the sound 
from five or six instruments was heard, 
all playing different tunes at the same 
time. When a timid messenger was 
sent out, some truculent offenders were 
tmfindable—hidden deep in stable yards 
—and others were so far away for all 
but noise that it seemed unreasonable 
to require their removal. This horrible 
torment, which went on then, as it does 
now, 
from early morning till late at 


night, was practically the cause of 
Leech's death. 


When Mr. Holman Hnnt returned to

Dickinson, Henry T. Thurber, private 
secretary to President Cleveland, and 
Elliott G. Ste.vensoo, late chairman of 
the democratic state central commit- 
tee, has dissolved on account of political 
differences which have arisen between 
Messrs. Dickinson and Stevenson since 
the Chicago convention. In the Chica- 
go convention Mr. Stevenson posed as 
the mouthpiece] ofj Mr. Dickinson, who 
represented the administration. Mr. 
Stevenson was chairman of the Minhi- 
gan delegation and also chairman of 
the state central committee. He de- 
clared he would resign from the latter 
position, not on account of the plat- 
form, but because of the treatment of 
the Michigan delegation. 
Mr. Steven- 


son did resign, but his resignation 
was not accepted, which was consid- 
ered purely a personal victory rather 
than one for gold or the administra- 
tion. Later, Mr. Stevenson resigned 
again and made way for Frederick A. 
Baker, a silver advocate, retaining a 
place on the committee, however. Mr. 
Stevenson has been taking an aotlve 
part in the campaign in the interests of 
Bryan and Sew-all. This action on the 
part of Mr. Stevenson so incensed Mr. 
Dickinson that the relations between 
the members of the firm became 
greatly strained. 
Articles of dissolu- 


tion of the firm were finally signed. 
Mr. Thurber will remain with Mr. 
Dickinson. 
This law firm probably 


had a larger revenue than any other 
similar firm in the state. Mr. Steven- 
son, 
besides being one of the most 


conspicuous democrats in Michigan, is 
considered a lawyer of great ability. 
He came here from Port Huron a few 
years ago to become the junior partner 
of the firm, and immediately took high 
rank among Detroit lawyers.

As they approached they 


saw a man hldtttg in the dark near the 
front entrance to the store. At the 
point ef young Adams' rifle the bnrg- 
ler surrendered. He was turned over 
to the village blacksmith. The elder 
Adams in the meantime had gone to 
the rear of the store. Young Adams 
then started for the front entrance, 
and as he neareA the dear he heard 
several shots in the rear and encoun- 
tered a burglar] escaping by the front 
entrance. 
Young Adams was com- 


manded to 
throw up his "hands, 


but instead quickly fired at the 
robber, who fell to 
the ground. 


As the man fell ^kdama felt something 
strike him in the back and turned. 
Another of the burglars stood before 
him and cried out: "I'm shot, too." 
Be was made a prisoner and said he 
bad been shot in the hand. The firing 
attracted the nearby residents and 
they came quickly to the scene. Black- 
smith Schenok, hearing groans at the 
rear of the store, made his way in 
that direction and found Walker B. 
Adams lying on the ground, shot 
through the head. 
Medical attendance 


was speedily secured but the doctor 
pronounced the wound probably fatal. 
He was unconscious and what trans- 
pired at 
the 
rear of 
the store 


may never be known. While Mr. 
Adams was being cared for the two 
prisoners were forgotten and escaped. 
The burglar shot by Will Adams lay 
groaning on the track and was picked 
up and found to have been shot 
through the abdomen. The man was 
large and portly, well-dressed and had 
plenty of money in his possession. 
A 


watch was placed on him and search 
was made for the rest of the gang. 
It 


was daylight before another of the 
burglars was found, badly wounded, 
lying near the fence on the opposite 
Bide of the track from the store. 
He 


had been shot In the middle of the 
back. He was a young man, slim, 
with face colorless, and poorly dressed. 
The wounded prisoners were locked 
up in the Mount Kiseo jail. Numerous 
threats of lynching were heard. Wil- 
liam Adams found, when the excite- 
ment had somewhat subsided, that he 
had been shot. The bullet, however, 
struck 
his suspender buckle 
and 


glanced off. The bullet grazed his 
back, breaking the skin. The two 
burglars who escaped are believed to 
have been wounded.

New York, Aug. SI.—Gold from 


Europe is already on the way to this) 
country. The first shipment left Lon- 
don yesterday by the steamship Nor* 
mannia, which sailed from Northamp- 
ton. Tha amount was only 9250,00ft, 
consigned to the Seligmana of this 
city, but larger amount* are to follow. 
Two oT the steamers willing to-mor- 
row, it is said, wilt also carry gold for 
New York firms. One of the Seligmans 
eaid that the Importation of the gold 
at a profit was made possible by the 
rates for sterling exchange, and the 
fact that gold commanded a small 
premium here now. There was noth- 
ing at all forced in the shipment, the 
banker said, and so far as he knew, 
no suggestion of anything of the sort 
has been made by any one. 


Financial Situation Improved. 


Bankers say that they are not sorry 


to see a reaction in the rates for ster- 
ling exchange.
